— Whereas it is necessary to provide for the levy and 
collection of cess in pursuance of section 11 oi the Central Tea Board Act, 0949 
(XIII of 1949) from the date of its coming into force, and whereas it is 
not possible to consult the Central Tea Board; 

Now, therefore, in exercise ot the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
section 20 of the Act. and also section 11 of the Act read with .section 22 of 
the General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897), the Central Government is pleased 
to notify that the rate of cess to be levied and collected on all tea exported 
outside India shall be Eupee one and annas six per hundred pounds. 

Explanation. — For the purpose of this notification the word ‘Cess’ rfieans 
the custcms duty imposed under section 11 of the Central Tea Board Act, 1949 
(XIII of 1949).
